1 . Document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 
1 , and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A ventilation device for (i.e. suitable for) the inside of the glass pane (1) of a window 
(1 ) of a door or side of a motor vehicle, wherein, immediately below the window (1 ), 
the door or side (1 D) is provided with an internal trim panel (4), the ventilation device 
comprising 

a substantially tubular air channel (2) which extends along the glass pane (1 ) in 
proximity to the lower edge of the window (1a), and which is provided with an air 
outflow aperture (between 3 and 4) facing the glass pane (1 A); 
said aperture (between 3 and 4) having a lower edge (where 3 is connected to 1 A) 
coupled in a sealed manner to the glass pane (1 A), and an upper edge (where 4 
meets 1 ) coupled to the glass pane (1 ) in such a way as to allow air to flow from the 
channel (2) towards (through aprtures 6) the glass pane (1); 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known ventilation device in that 

the ventilation device being characterised in that said air channel is formed integrally 

in the upper end portion of said internal trim panel. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to provide a 
ventilation device which can be easier assembled than the ventilation device of the 
prior art. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following 
reasons: 
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None of the prior art cited in the search report show or indicate the above difference. 



2. Claims 2-1 1 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
